Fullest cooperation with the 
Week Day Church School hen 
was promised this week by the new 
superintendent of Menlo Park 
schools, Mel Hemfeld. 


Commenting that if public 
schools have failed, it is in the 
teaching of ethics and ideals, 
Homfeld said he is “sold” on the 
value of the Week Day Church 
School, and will do everything he 
can to encourage as large an at- 
tendance of public school children 
as possible at the religious educa- 
tion classes. 


He said pupils who remain at 
school will be given “stiff” assign- 
ments. Classes will be turned over 
‘to a study of ideals of life. 
| The Week Day Church School 

will open September 22 for its 
seventh year in Menlo Park. 
Children are excused from public 
school classes once a week for a 

half-hour class in religion con- 
ducted by their respective church- 
es. 

Classes for Catholic children are 
handled by parochial school per- 
sonnel. Presbyterians and Episco- 
pals sponsor a joint school at the 
Presbyterian Church building, and 
the new Baptist church probably 
will join them. 

All pupils in grades three to eight 
are invited to attend the classes. 
The only requirement is that par- 
ents must sign a card giving their 
permission. Cards will be sent home 
with the children. 

The Protestant school will again 
be taught by Miss Virginia Woods 
of Woodside.

Library Committee Suggests

A site for the Menlo Park Branch 
of the County Library on one of 
the two lots comprising Memorial 


, Park at Santa Cruz avenue and Un- 


iversity Drive will be recommended 
te the City Council by the Library 
Committee. 

The city, however, would have to 
clear title to the land because it was 
donated for the express purpose of 
a park only and carries a restric- 
tion in the deed. The city might 
have to bring condemnation pro- 
ceedings against the city, it was ex- 
plained. 

The committee also will suggest 


using temporary quarters at Dibble 


in case the library must leave its 
present location in the City Hall. 


On the Memorial Park site the 
committee would advise city coh- 
struction of a building of Spanish 
architectural design. The county 
would then lease the building and 
maintain the library. 


Setting up of a separate city li- 
brary would cost $70,000 and there- 
fore is not feasible, according to the 
committee.

The Peace 


We Americans don’t want to face the stench, the agony, 
the oitifulness of war again. We don’t want to die. We 
don’t want to have the brother who was spared in the last 
war have his guts blown out in a future one. 


We don’t want this country scarred and ruined like Europe 
and Asia now are. We don’t want to live for days close to a 
bomb shelter, for nights without sleeping a wink. We don’t 
want to hear the screech of air raid sirens, the whistle of bombs, 
the sickening screams of death. 


We don’t want to leave our wives to go off to war once 
more, maybe not to come back again this time. We don’t 
want to leave them alone to raise our children. We don’t 
want them and our children starving to death or dieing from 
tuberculosis as they huddle over a wood fire in a shack. 


We don’t want our children to become ‘‘juvenile delin- 
quenis” or to grow up to be crooks. We don’t want another 
crime wave to sweep over this country, with perhaps someone 
in our family the victim of a brutal murder or a raping. We 
don’t want more crippled, maimed and insane persons added 


to our population. 


We don’t want another housing shortage, nor a shortage 
of food, cars, nylons. We don’t want more gasoline rationing, 
food rationing, ‘““everything’’ rationing. We don’t want prices 
to skyrocket until a dollar is worth only a few cents. 


Neither do people of other countries. 


All any of us want in life is a family to love, enough to eat, 
a house to live in, a few luxuries, freedom and peace. 


When will the world learn that the way to get these things 
is to work together and help each other, not by fighting one 


another? 


The Goal 


This inspired statement is part of a message (used on our 
Church page today) carrying the signature of Harry Truman. 

History, as recounted for our text-book reading, has had 
little to say of spiritual growth as a human goal. Since the 
coming of Jesus there have been times when whole nations, 
fired with missionary zeal, have attempted world conquest 
in the name of Christianity—conquests carried on in the nature 
of death and destruction. 

Yes, unfortunately, missionary zeal may have little rela- 
tionship to spiritual growth. World conquests for an ideology 
may be founded upon extreme selfishness. 

To meet the materialistic flood of thinking that would now 
capture the hearts and minds of millions, the Christian-demo- 
cratic forces must evolve a new strategy. We must consider 
our ideology as more than something we believe. We must 
be so strongly convinced of it that we will live that way our- 
selves, and try to spread this way of living through the world. 

In his talk last Sunday at Vatican City, Pope Pius XI1 said, 
“Time for reflection and planning is past; now is the time 
for action.” 

He continued, ‘A more just distribution of wealth is a high 
social! aim worthy of your efforts. Its successful realization 
presupposes that individuals as well as groups have the same 
understanding for the rights and needs of others as they have 
for their own rights and their own needs.”’ 

It is certain that we cannot spread Christianity wholesale; 
it must be a “‘retail’’ reform, a personal transaction. But how 
can we, as individuals, pass on the Christian manner of living 
while hate, fear or greed have any part in our own lives? 

How can we spread democracy while we, ourselves, have 
government by pressure groups, dictatorship in our own homes 
or civil wars in industry? 


The Hope 


Seme half million young people attended 3,000 church 
camps and conferences during the past summer in the United 
States and Canada, according to the general secretary of the 
International Council of Religious Education, Dr. Roy G. Ross. 

Claiming that camps have done wonders in changing the 
lives cf young people who have attended them, Dr. Ross fur- 
ther states that the reasons for their great influence are: 

(1) The opportunity which they give youth for fellowship 
with other young people of high ideals, thus helping them to 
feel a part of a large and significant movement of serious 
Christian youth. (2) The close association with noted leaders 
who symbolize their own opportunities for significant service. 
(3) The opportunity to think seriously about the current prob- 
lems which face Christian youth in their everyday thought 
and activities.

month. So far as the other objec- 
tion is concerned, the Council is 
not interested in the “citification” 
of our outiying areas. No more 
rural atmosphere or “country living” 
can be desired than that exempli- 
fied by several large sections within 
cur city limits. The great majority 
of our recent subdivisions have been 
approved by the Council without 
curb, gutter and sidewalk to preserve 


this same rural atmosphere. Our 


recommended new zoning ordinance

The advantages of inclusion with- 
in the city limits, are principally 
the obtaining of city services, lower 
utility rates, and a voice in the gov- 
ernment and development of our 
community.

The Calaveras Chronicle, found- 
ed at Mokelumne Hill in Calaveras 
county in 1850, was one of the most 
prominent of all early California 
newspapers.

Young Loughlin began buying 
equipment from various points to 
outfit an 1851 stone building that 
he was reconditioning as a home 
for his Calaveras Weekly.

{Calhoun Star; job presses, type | 
racks, type, etc., from various points | 
in various states. 

Loughlin got out his first copy on 
his own press the last day of May, 
1947, in a building just two doors 
from the site of the old Chronicle. 
Circulation of the Calaveras Weekly 
jumped immediately to 1,000 and 
has been growing steadily ever 
since.

to the ground in the early morning 
hours.

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Burgess Suggests City 
Take Over Water System 


Mayor Charles P. Burgess would 
like to have the City of Menlo Park 
wait at least two or three years un- 
til prices “level out” a little before 
taking any steps toward municipal 
ownership of the local water system. | 

He said he thinks it would be best | 
to wait until the present period of} 
inflation is over and prices settle 
down to a more normal level. It 
may be a high level, he pointed out, 
but at least more stable.

taxes, including a 38 per cent Fed- 
eral income tax against corpora- 
tions. 

He cited the fact that much of 
the population of the United States 
is served by public water systems, 
which pay no taxes, and said that 
people in other parts of the coun- 
try, therefore, are being discrimin- 
ated against unless their water sys- 
tems are taken over by public ag- 
encies. 

At present, the California Water 
System’s Bear Gulch system sup- 
plies Menlo Park, Atherton, Menlo 
Oaks, Woodside and other unincor- 
porated territory. 

The appropriate agency to take 
over the system would be a public 
water district, Burgess pointed out, 
but said he, personally, would rather 
see it city-owned. He | suggested 
joint operation of the reservoir with 
Atherton; and unincorporated ter- 
ritory divided between the two cit- 
ies. 


He listed the following reasons for 
city ownership: (1) To permit 
greater efficiency through the use 
of city street, park and clerical 
staffs in water operations; (2) to 
insure lower rates inside the city 
limits to compensate for denser pop- 
ulation. 

Burgess estimated that purchas- 
ing local water facilities would cost 
taxpayers about $72,000 a year over 
a 30-year period. He said net earn- 
ings of the system after taxes and 
depreciation last year were $115,000. 
In addition, taxes which last year 
amounted to $60,000, would be elim- 
inated, permitting a rate reduction. 

“As a general -proposition,” Bur- 
gess declared, “I am against public 
ownership of business enterprises, 
because under public ownership, ef- 
ficiency of operation usually drops 
and management initiative is dull- 
ed. 

“However, in an industry where 
the premium on intiative and effic- 
iency is comparatively moderate, as 
in serving a community with water, 
the advantages of municipal owner- 
ship are too great to be offset by 
a mere superiority in management.”

Mr. Edward J. Foley, manager of 
the San Mateo office of the Social 
Security Administration, will be at 
Room 9, 2382 Broadway, in Red- 
wood City on Wednesday of every 


week from 1 to 4 P.M. to take claims! 


for benefits under the federal old- 
age and survivors insurance pre 
gram and to supply information on 
the system. 

The federal social security pro- 
gram, which applies to workers in 
industry and commerce, provides for 
the payment of monthly benefits 
when the qualified employee reach- 
es age 65 and retires, for eligible 
niembers of the worker’s family, and 
for the survivors of insured work- 
ers who die at any age. Mr. Foley 
urges that all persons reaching 65 
file a claim even though they are 
still working. By doing so they will 
avoid the loss of any payment due 
for any month that they are not 
working. 

When an insured worker dies and 
there is no one qualified to receive 
monthly benefits, a lump-sum pay- 
ment may be made.

Schools Purchase 
540 Buildings 
From War Assets 


Two hundred thirteen school dis- 
tricts in northern California have 
purchased from War Assets Admin- 
istration 540 surplus buildings to be 
adapted or salvaged for school pur- 
poses. 


John P. Gifford, of the US Office 
of Education made this summary 
public in connection with fall school 
openings. 


“In addition to the buildings,” 
Gifford said, “the schools received 
348 acres of land, nearly a mile of 
fence, and about 2,000 feet of ramp. 
Then the Navy sold about 300 other 
buildings to school districts with- 
out turning them over first to War 
Assets.” 

It was a good bargain for the 
schools, which were granted dis- 
counts of 95 percent where the 
buildings were intended for class- 
room purposes. The schools also 
paid moving and reconstruction 
costs. Most of the buildings came 
from former army or navy installa- 
tions.
